It is generally agreed that, when 


using the entire root, the cleaning 
proces important. If even a little 
dirt is left in the ti holes or pores in 
the root, the tea is less flavorful. Dirt 


should be brushed, not washed away 

Formulas for brewing tea vary 
as drastically as do opinions 
taste and usefulness of the 
beverage 

Some veteran hands say tea can't 
possibly be made successfully except 
on an old-fashioned wood-burning cook- 
stove. These new-fangled gas and elec 
tric ranges, they vow, bring the water 
covering the tragrant root sections too 
quickly to a boil 

These same parties Say only a po. 
celain.pan or stewer should be used 

The quantity of root sections or bark 
strips used also is a matter of individual 
preference. Usually four strips 2 or 3 
inches long or a couple of chunks of 
whole root is enovgh to make a powe! 
ful cup of tea

Most of the Cherokee chiefs | 
know are chairmen of the boards or 
presidents of oil companies. 


The Cherokees did get an awfully 
raw deal from Texas in 1839. They 
moved into Texas about 1819, fresh 
from raw deals in North Carolina and 
Arkansas. They were a peaceful, semi- 
civilized bunch. Many had white blood. 
Their principal chiefs, who went to the

Governor of Texas. Don Jose Felix Tres 
palacios, for permission to settle were 
named John Bowles, Richard Fields and 
John Dunn Hunter. 


Later, Fields and Hunter were all for 
throwing in with the Mexicans during 
the Texas Revolution. Old Chief Bowles 
was a close buddy of the great Sam 
Houston. (In fatt, Sam Houston was an 
adopted member of the Cherokee Tribe.) 
Bowles kept the Cherokees neutral. With- 
out the Cherokee neutrality, Houston 
would never have won the Battle of San 
Jacinto and Texas independence. 


President Mirabeau Bonaparte La- 
mar’s administration didn't have Hous- 
ton’s love for the Cherokees. Lamar or- 
dered the Cherokees to get out of East 
Texas in 1839. When Bowles refused, a 
Texas army went up and fought a bat- 
tle with the Cherokees, probably near 
Canton, Van Zandt county 

Chief Bowles had reddish-gray hair 
and gray eyes and freckles like an Irish- 
man. He was 83 years old. He put on the 
sword, elegant sash and soldier suit that 
had been given him by his friends, 
Sam Houston and Andrew Jackson. And 
he rode out to battle on a blaze-faced 
horse. 

He was killed and his Cherokees 
were run across the Red River 

So you can see why the 1956 Chero- 
kee Nation has the basis for a law suit.

Rooseveltian about Roosevelt 

When Mr. Fusfeld abandons his effort 
to find a unifying system in Roosevelt's 
policies and discusses the individual 
policies themselves, he is able to dis- 
cover many antecedents of the New Deal 
in Roosevelt's early caree! 

As Governor of New York, for in 
Stance, Roosevelt sponsored a program 
of reforestation and flood control which 
Mr. Fusfeld rightly calls a forerunner 
of the TVA. And as early as 1917, when 
he was Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
Roosevelt was already thinking of gov- 
ernment ownership of industry as a 
vardstick b hich to measure the effi- 
ciency of private enterprise 

When a monopoly in the armor-plate 
industry caused the Government to pav 
an excessive price for plate, Roosevelt 
proposed, not the Government 
manufacture all the armor plate it re- 
quired, but only that it manufacture 
enough to force down private prices 

Even these observations do not con 
clusively prove Mr. Fusfeld’s second 
thesis. For one thing, thev ignore the 
increasingly drastic meésures into which 
Roosevelt was forced as a result of the 
depression. They do not explain how 
the candidate who in 1932 criticized 
Herbert Hoover for not balancing the 
budget was later able to embrace the 
principle of deficit spending 

Since Mr. Fusfeld’s study is confined 
to the pre-presidential years, his failure 
to deal with these questions is perhaps 
justified. At the same time, the absence 
of any account of the New Deal itself—~ 
Mr. Fusfeld never even says exactly 
what he means by “New Deal”’—makes 
one unable to accept, without reserva- 
tions. his assertion that Roosevelt's 
thinking had reached its fullness by 
1932 and thereafter remained unmodi- 
fied CHRISTOPHER LASCH.

For Dog Owners

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


ECENT reports 
rabid dogs have been re- 
ported in St. Louis county 
since the first of the vear have 
alerted the City Health Division 
to the very real possibility of 
the occurrence of a similar out- 
break in St. Louis. To date in 
St. Louis only two rabid dogs 
have been reported, but it is 
significant that both occurred 
in March. 
During the later stages of the 
disease a “mad” dog covers a 
tt of territory. A rabid dog in 
the city or the county can easi- 
enter the other community 
and in doing so _ inevitably 
transmits its ailiction to other 
susceptible (unvaccinated) dogs 
This points up the importance 
of all dog owners having their 
dogs vaccinated against rabies 
as early as possible because we 
now know that present day vac- 
cines are very effective in pre- 
venting rabies
